FATAL MOTOR ACCIDENT IN 

DUBLIN, 

At an inquest in Mercer's Hospital, Dublin, 
yesterday, on Sarah O'Neill (60), a widow, of 
17 Old Camden street, who died in the 
hospital on Monday as a result of injuries 
received through being knocked down by a

LONDON "MINING hs UNCERTAIN. 


PRICE MOVEMENTS IRREGULAR, 


There is no doubt that the improvement 
in the general tone of markets on Tuesday 
exercised a cheering influence on investors 
and speculators generally, and although busi- 
ness was not on a greatly, increased scale 
yesterday there was more freedom in dealings 
in many directions. At the opening Kaffirs 
were quite firm and public orders were on a 
fair scale, while there was no longer astenta- 
tious selling of international counters from 
Paris. Prices consequently had an upward 
trend, but the improvement did not last very 
long,. and after the completion of pubile 
orders here, when the franc began to wobble, 
the market became uncertain, the more so 
as the Cape remained indifferent. On balance, 
therefore, changes were few in number and 
irregular in character. Central Mining fell 
back, but African and Eastern were a 
strong spot on the posting in the “ house’”’ 
of a notice regarding the diamond discoveries 
on part of the company’s property. ‘ub 
Nigel were supported from the other side 
on vague rumours of good developments in 
the company’s new area, but no official in- 
formation was fortheoming during business 
hours. Generals and West Ratid were also 
in request, but Anglo-American, after a firm 
start, fell away, amd Rand Mines, Rand- 
fontein. and one or two others receded. 

The Rhodesian department conid boast no 
outstanding features; and Chartered. after 


their recent burst, were subject to consider- 
able profit-taking, and left off easier. Tanks 
and Zams also lost the turn, and Congo 
Border and one or two other Northern issues 
were sellers for choice. Diamonds were un- 
decided, and De Beers Defd., which were 
strong at the opening, subsequently relapsed 
on Paris advices, and a little profit-taking 
here closing appreciably lower on the day. 
Jagersfontein iollowe suit, but Cons 
Diamond shares and options were in good 
demand and higher. The price of tin, which 
was quite firm at the opening, left off £3 10s. 
lower on the day at £515 2s. 6d. per ton, 
and the share market, which was at first 
inclined to harden, became very: quiet. 
However, some of the Eastern descriptions 
still retained the improvements scored as 
the result of the early demand. Thus Kamunt- 
ing, Kepong and Renong were appreciably 
harder, but Kramat-Pulai were unaffected by 
the very satisfactory dividend and bonus 
announcement. The company has thus declared 
interim distributions amounting to 25 per 
cent. on account of the current year, as com- 
pared with 30 per cent. for the whole of the 
preceding twelve months. Rio Tinto opened 
well, but later relapsed. with other interna- 
tionals, and closed with a substantial decline.

STRUGGLE FOR A RIFLE. 

A sensational occurrence took place near 
Kilmoganny, County Kilkenny, about 10 
oclock on Tuesday night, when Private 
Edward Moran, 15th Battalion of the 
National Army, a native of Corragaun, 
near Carrick-on-Suir, who was home on 
furlough from New Barracks, Limerick, 
was “held up ” by two armed and masked 
men. 

Private Moran was to have returned to 
Limerick yesterday. At 6.30 p.m. on Tues- 
flay he went from his home to Kilmoganny 
village, and at 8 o'clock he visited a shop 
where he met a man named Patrick 
Kenny. They left for their homes at about 
10 o'clock | 

When they arrived near a cottage about 
a mile from Kilmoganny two masked men, 
one of whom was armed with a rifle and 
the other with a reyolver, rushed out from 
the side of the road and cried: “ Hands 
up!’ The man carrying the rifle fired a 
shot, The rifleman ordered Patrick Kenny 
to proceed. When he had gone a few 
paces he turned and said: “ Don’t do any- 
thing to this man.” The man with the 
rifle replied: “ Go on before I shoot you,” 
at the same time firing a shot over Kenny's 
head 


FIGHT FOR THE GUN. 
Moran was then taken inside a gate on 


the side of the road and told to take off his | 


"boots and leggings. He was in the act of 
doing so when the man with the revolver 


ran out to the road, and the man with the. 
rifle fired another shot over Moran's head. | 


The man then held the rifle in front of 
Moran with the barrel towards the ground. 
Moran grabbed it, and in the struggle both 
men fell, and the mask worn by the gun- 
man fell from his face. 

While they were still struggling on the 
ground the man with the rifle shouted to 
his companion on the road to come to his 
assistance.

Peter McMahon, Tierworker; Edward Lynch, 
Rathmore, Athboy; Matthew Flanagan, 
Cortown; Christopher Caffrey, Kilmessan, and 
Michael Hilliard, Navan.

ROAD SIGNS FOR MOTORISTS. 

TO THE RDITOR OF THE. TRISH TIVES 

Srr,—It is a commendable fact that the 
Irish Free State is the only country in which 
statutory rules and orders have been issued 
in connection with road. signs and _ traffic 

signals. While we feel grateful. that such a 
step has been made, we should feel more 


are satisfactory for day use, but, save for 
two counties, there is not one sign which 
ig reasonably visible at night. A warning 
sign is a greater necessity for the night 
traveller than for the day, and we appreciate 
the far-sightedness of the surveyors of County 
Dublin and ‘County Wicklow, who have 
recognised thjs fact and have adopted a very 
efficient day and night sign. Any motorist 
travelling at night can instantly tell when 
he is in County Dublin by the fact that 
red triangles suddenly “light up ” in the 
rays of his head-lights and fairly “hit him 
in the eye.” On the Dublin-Bray road these 
are exceptionally noticeable, and on the Dublin. 
Naas road it is no exaggeration to state that 
these signs are visible for half a mile, I 
understand, too, that the Dublin-Lucan road 
and the Pheenix Park are sign-posted in 
this manner, and also several danger spots 
in County Wicklow 


[ am informed on good authority that 
these day and night signs have been officially 
recommended by the Commissioner of Police, 
and that the leading motoring organisation—

The change in the King’s title, pro- 
posed by the Imperial Conference, has 
caused alarm in Northern Ireland, which 
finds itself divorced titularly from Great 
Britain, but not recognised as a separate 
entity from the Free State. Northern 
politicians had fears that the Free State 
Government, claiming to represent the 
“Ireland ” of the revised title, might 
proceed to make treaties and to appoint 
consuls on behalf of the whole country. 
Apprehension of this prospect sent Sir 
James Craig and some of his Ministers to 
London, whence, as we assume, they will 
return with easy minds. The official state- 
ment which the Home Secretary issued 
yesterday shows that neither the Imperial 
Conference nor the British Government 
had the smallest intention to relegate 
Northern Ireland to a sort of constitu- 
tional limbo. In the revised title the 
word “Ireland” has a geographical 
significance only. The status of Northern 
Ireland in relation alike to Great Britain 


unaffected, and the Free State receives 
no authority to impose the voice of twenty- 
six counties upon the world as the voice 
of thirty-two.

By the 
policy and conduct of her delegates at the 
Imperial Conference the Free State has 
asserted her rightful place in the Empire, 
‘and has accepted the Crown as “the 
abiding symbol and emblem of the unity 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations.”’ 
Thus the oldest cause of quarrel between 
Southern Nationalist and Northern Orange- 
man is dead and buried. Of all other 
discords which survive one of two things 
is true: either their early settlement is 
an economic necessity for both States or 
they have their roots in political 
anachronisms. Constitutionally, the Im- 
perial Conference has eliminated the Irish 
frontier ; for it has proclaimed that within 
the Empire there are no frontiers, The 
good-will and common-sense of all Irish- 
men ought to be directed now to a swift 
elimination of the economic barrier. 
Tariffs and other artificial obstacles to 
commercial intercourse between North 
and South are a crime. Absence of co- 
operation in industrial and agricultural 
policy is a profound folly. The appoint- 
ment of a British High Commissioner to 
Dublin, which is a probable event of the 
near future, ought to be anticipated by 
an exchange of trade commissioners 
between Dublin and Belfast. We believe 
in Trish unity as a present ideal and as 
an ultimate fact; but it will not come 
until North and South are equally ready 
for it. It will come only through the 
joint efforts of all Irishmen, who, work- 
ing every man in his own place, for his 
own State and for the nation, will awake 
on some happy morning to find that they 
have builded better than they knew.

Nationalist Party he disclaimed the 
slightest desire to undo the good work that 
done by Herr Stresemann in his 
negotiations with the Allies. The Minister, 
in reply, asserted that the German Govern- 
ment had done everything in its power 
to fulfil the Treaty of Versailles. It had 
been met very fairly by the Allied repre- 
sentatives, and, by its admission to full 
membership of the League of Nations, 
with a permanent seat on the Council, it 
had achieved a position complete 
equality with the other great nations of 
the world. Herr Stresemann, however, 
leid stress on the fact that Germany had 
disarmed, the other Powers 
continued maintain naval, 
military and aerial establishments. 
Germany, he said, could not remain 
permanently without weapons ‘hile her 
neighbours were armed to the teeth. 

It is difficult to discover the 
about Germany. Officially, her 
consists of 100,000 men, 
standing army on the model of the old 
British Army, and the days of “a people 
are over. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, there seems to be a distinct differ- 
ence between official and unofficial arma- 
ments, and a general belief exists through- 
out Europe that Germany could place an 
army of at least one million perfectly 
trained men in the field within a week 
if war should break out on the Continent. 
The formation of Turnvereine is an old 
trick. The whole world remembers how 
Prussia reconstructed her great army in 
this way during the Napoleonic wars ; and 
the dissolution of the Viking and Olympia 
Societies during the last few months 
suggests that the Junker spirit is not 
dead in Germany. Furthermore, the 
Germans have the most efficient civil air 
force in the world, and nothing is easier 
than the transformation of Aivil 
military aeroplanes. 
M. Poincaré and his colleagues hesitate 
to relax the grip which the Versailles 
Treaty gives them on Germany’s military 
activities, and, Thoiry «<r no Thoiry, they 
are resolved that the events of 1914 shall 
not recur. 

The situation is highly complicated. 
On the one hand, Germany and France 
are drawing more closely together. Their 
business men, recognising the folly of 
cut-throat competition, are striving to 
pool their resources and to create a 
European bloc which will be able to hold 
its own against the economic power of the 
United States. On the other hand, France 
distrusts the German people, and, while

So greatly has the position in the 
British coal mines improved that ration- 
ing and all restrictions on the movement 
of British coal—save only its export to 
overseas lands—have been suspended. 
Hlenceforward. Ireland, North and South, 
is free: to obtain supplies of coal from 
Britain, and it is reasonably certain that by 
Christmas the shortage will be at an end. It 
is an ill wind that blows good to nobody, 
and, while English workers have been 
idle and Trish citizens have been <cold, 
the German coal industry has been 
making enormous strides towards recovery 
of its old-time prosperity. The Corre- 
spondent of The Times in Essen says that 
the Westphalian mines have made as much 
progress in the last six months as could 
have been desired in six years. Unem- 
ployment has decreased to such an extent 
that there is actually a deficiency of 
skilled hewers. Industries dependent on 
cheap and plentiful coal have flourished 
with the mines. The firm of Krupp, 


which, at the beginning of the year, cur-

tracts which are being carried out 
by this firm at present are one 
from the Indian State Railways and 
one from the Irish railways for wheels, 
axles and springs. Partly owing to the 
British stoppage, a project likely to have 
far-reaching effects on expert prices of 
German coal has come into fresh 
prominence. Several large schemes of 
canalisation are being carried out at 
present, and it is proposed so to extend 
these that a complete network of water- 
ways may link the mining areas with the 
great centres of population and with the 
sea. The midland. canal system is 
being extended so as to connect the 
Dortmund-Ems canal with the Elbe, thus 
providing a through passage from the 
Ruhr to Hamburg; and widening is in 
progress with a view to accommodation 
of ships up to 18,000 tons. This scheme 
and others involve expenditure of over 
£50,000,000. 


New Arabian Nights. 


In a review which we published -yester- 
day of Major Polson Newman's book, 
‘The Middle East,” some account was 
given of the transformation of Oriental! 
cities since the war. . Baghdad now ‘s 
reached by road from the Mediterranean 
in thirty hours, and is half-way house on 
the aerial route between Europe and the 
Indian Empire. Its streets sparkle with 
electric light, apd the urgent mechanism 
of modern civilisation pushes its way amid 
picturesque persons and scenes that might 
belong to the Arabian Nights Entertain- 
ments. Thus do the wonders of science 
replace the wonders of fable in the city 
of the great Caliph, the abode of peace. 
In the fabulous days of Haroun al-Rashid 
the massed lamps that spring to light at 
the bending of a finger, the horseless 
chariots and the craft of the air, would 
have been part of the recognised order of 
things. We are moved to reflect that the 
wonders of fairy tales and folk legends 
have all the colour of anticipations, as if 
the makers of the tales had visions of our 
times. Sindbad travelling in the claws of 


the roc might be an image of the aviator, 


and the genie of the bottle, building 
Aladdin's castle in a night, 
glimpse of some modern housing methods. 
Does not an antique Irish story tell of a 
ship floating in the upper air, and of a 
man climbing up by a rope? Are not 
Grimm's German legends full of “ tele- 
vision ” and wireless telegraphy? Almost 
it could be believed that our age, if not 
foreseen, was remembered by the myth- 
makers. If all our mechanical civilisation 
had existed aeons ago, and perished, as 
Rome s great works perished in lands now 
desert, simple tribes might turn its 
memory into. a tradition .of incredible 
wonders, serving to amuse children and to 
set their elders mocking. Shall we search 
the story books, therefore, for marvels yet 
to be achieved, knowing that whatever 
man can imagine he also can make?

HOUSES SWALLOWED UP. 

A locally disastrous state of things has

EARTH TREMOR AT NIMES. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

The unexampled bad weather shows no 
signs of abatement, and cries of. distress 
are coming from many districts. The 
Department of the Gard is half under 
water, the Rhone at Beaucaire has spread 
over the fields,. several quarters of the 
Pont Saint Esprit are flooded, and the 
road from Nimes to Alais is cut at 
Moussac. The Rhone has risen six and a 
half feet at Araman, where communica- 
tion with Avignon is cut. 

In addition to the floods, an earth 
tremor, which lasted three seconds, has 
been experienced in the Nimes district, 
and at Bessages walls of houses ‘were 
cracked. | 

GREAT FLOODS. 

The situation in the Department of Vau- 
eluse is becoming very serious. A great 
part of Avignon is under water, and the 
inhabitants are obliged to use boats. The 
Durance is also in flood, and a little river 
known as the Doux rose so rapidly that 
a number of cattle were drowned. 

Meanwhile the storm rages unabated in 
the Mediterranean. At Grau du Roi the 
parapet of the jetty was carried away over 
a distance of thirty-five feet, and the 
waves literally swept away a restaurant 
by the shore. .A tug boat which left 
Marseilles with a smaller tug and two 
barges in-tow has lost the barges as a 
result of the cable snapping. 


HILL FALLS INTO VALLEY. |.

A collision between two trains bound 
from Fenchurch street to Southend-on- 
Sea (Essex) ocurred near Barking Station 
last evening during a thick fog. A number 
of passengers were injured. 


OFFICIAL REPORT. 
The following statement was 
from Euston Station last night :— 


“The London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way Company regret to state that thjm even- 
ing, for some reason, which up to “thd pre- 
sent has not been ascertained, the 6.19 ‘p.m. 
train, Fenchurch street to Shoeburyness, 
collided with the rear of the 6.7 p.m. Fen- 
church street to Southend, at Gale street 
halt. No vehicles of either train were de- 
railed. Three passengers were conveyed to 
the Romford Infirmary for treatment, and a 
number of others, who complained of shock 
and minor injuries, were able to proceed on 
their journey.”’ 

The trains, which were heavily laden 
with passengers returning from work in 
the City, were proceeding at a slow pace, 
as the fog was rather thick, when the 
collision occurred. The contact was 
severe, and many. passengers were thrown 
from their seats’ and sustained cuts, 
bruises, and shock. 


THE INJURED. 

Four of the injured: were conveyed to 
Romford Infirmary, two of them, whose 
injuries were of a more serious nature, 
being detained. The names and addresses 
and nature o: the injuries of these four 
passengers are as follow ;— | 

William Morley Oliver, of The Avenue, 
Iiornchurch—injuries to head (not detained). 

James Hendry, of Frant lane, Granham, 
Upminster—head injuries /fnot detained).

According to one. estimate, some fifty 
persons in the rear train were hurt, and 
many were Compelled to staunch their 
wounds with handkerchiefs. 


FIRST AID BY TORCHLIGHT. 

Several women fainted, and there was 
great distress among the more seriously 
hurt travellers. 

The front train proceeded to the station, 
and after an hours delay the 6.17 train 
was able to go to Gale street. Here 
medical men and police officers, with first 
aid equipment, lanterns and _ torches, 
made a tour of the carriages, attending to 
the injured, some of whom were taken 
from the train on stretchers for convey- 
ance by ambulance to Barking. 

The signal box at Gale street was con- 
verted into a temporary hospital, where 
heads were bandaged and restoratives ad- 
ministered. 


3; HOURS LATE. 

The front of the engine of the rear train 
was damaged. A large crowd of anxious 
people at Southend and ‘neighbouring 
stations awaited the arrival of relatives, 
who were-nearly three and a half hours 
late in getting home.

AUCTIONEER HELD UP BY THE

There was a slight delay at the start 
owing to Mr. Fisk, the auctioneer, being 
delayed by the fog, and he mounted the 
rostrum amid some good-humoured chaff- 
ing. 

The first lot, an 1881 Pavy, depicting an 
Eastern dancer with tambourine, fetched 
94 cuineas. George Romney’s bust portrait 
of ‘‘ A Girl in a White Dress ’’ started at 
10 guineas, and eventually ran up by rapid 
bidding to 190 guineas. ' A small George 
Morland picture of farm buildings with 
horse and figures was secured at 9 guineas. 
Another woodland scene found a purchaser 
at 4 guineas. The first eighteen lots 
realised 500 guineas. 


A LITTLE SCENE. 

There was a brief, but exciting, little 
scene over the disposal of a portrait of 
the Countess of- Essex, by Sir J. Reynolds, 
which was sold for 70 guineas. A bidder 
contended that he had offered more before 
the fall of the hammer, and a section of 
the audience supportel. him vociferously. 
The auctioneer, however, refused to put 
up the picture again, and proceeded with 
the sale to the accompaniment of mingled 
hand-clapping and hisses.

BY AN UNKNOWN ARTIST. 


was the bid of 100 guineas for the portrait 
of the Baron de Stern, by an unknown 
artist. The dealers placed no value upon 
it, and why the work of an unknown artist 
should fetch three figures was a mystery. 

“A Portrait of a Gentleman,’’ a dismal- 
looking subject, with immense black 
whiskers, the painter of which was dis- 
tinguished by the word “Unknown,” 
brought no bid at all. 

A Sir Peter Lely—a_ three-quarter 
portrait of “frs. Knight, of Gosfield—a 
big canvas 50 inches. by 40, went, for 
£30 9s. . | 

Fifty minutes of selling brought the 
total to just over £1,050. 

“ A’ Mahomedan. Dancing Girl,” by 
another “ Unknown,’ was bought in. She 
was no beauty, and the painter had not 
gone out of his way to flatter her. After 
several attempts the auctioneer obtained a 
bid of half a guinea, and when another 
offered £1 1s. the tap of the hammer 
sounded. 

An upward spurt was made in the 
bidding when a small Turner picture of 
the Grand Canal, Venice, fetched £210. 


FAMILY PORTRAITS. 

Three family portraits were then put up. 
One of Baron de Stern fetched £105, 
another of the Hon. Jack Stern, by Sir 
Frank Dicksee, brought only £199 10s. ; 
but Sir Luke Filde s portrait of Hermann 
Lord -Michelham at the age of 14 went 
up to £567. | 

For a large Interior. of St. Peter's, 
Rome, by D. Roberts, R.A., the top bid 
was £650. This brought the sale up to 
the more important, pictures, and interest 
suddenly quickened as the auctioneer 
announced Lots 286 and 287. 


SOLD FOR £47,260. 

The first bid for the two Bouchers 
was £5,250, and in a few seconds it had 
gone to £47,250. The final bidder was 
Captain Cohn, who was also the purchaser 
of Lord Michelham’s house at last week's 
sale. 

These two Bouchers were excellent 
examples of the work of the eighteenth 
century French painter. Both were large 
pictures, which filled the walls of the 


d’Amour,’’ and contained big groups of 
figures after the manner of this artist's 
best mural work. They were formerly 
owned by Lord Tweedmouth, from whom 
Lord Michelham acquired them.

THE HIGHEST PRICE. 

Then came “Pinkie,” one of the gems 
of the collection. This is one of Sir 
Lawrence's most happy _ por- 
traits—little Miss Mary Moulton Barrett, 
in white frock, pink.sash and pink hat 
with fluttering ribbons—and it was the 
painter's Academy picture in 1795. 
Bidding opened at £10,500, and mounted 
up rapidly till it fell to Messrs, Duveen 
Bros. for £77,;700, the highest price ever 
paid for a picture in an auction room. 

The total realised for the day was 
430,000 guineas. So far the Michelham 
dispersals have realised £570,000.

THE IRISH TEMPERAMENT. 

Sir Geoffrey Clarke, proposing ‘‘ Our 
Guests,’’ said that ‘‘ one of our difficulties 
in Ireland is that we do not understand 
ourselves. How, therefore, can we expect 
these unfortunate English to understand 
this mysterious, subtle, and rather provo- 
cative temperament that exists in all Irish 
people ?”’ 

‘ULSTER WILL COME IN.” 

Sir Gilbert Parker, responding, ex- 
pressed the conviction that the Govern- 
ment which was now. being built up, 
begun by Michael Collins and Arthur 
Griffith, and continued by President Cos- 
grave, would last. There were some who 
felt sure that Ulster would come in. 
Ulster had organisations, concentration, 
money and industries. 

“ Now,” he said, “ the South of Ire- 
land needs: Ulster as Ulster needs the 
South of Ireland. I am absolutely certain 
that you will have a united Ireland under 
the King. Our Overseas Dominions did 
not fight for England; they fought for the 
Crown, which gave them their independent 
Government. They need not have sent a 
man or a dollar, but, when the Empire 
was at war, they were at war.” 


“ MAKING GOOD.” 

Brigadier-General the Hon. J. J. Byron 
(South Africa) said that from his visit: to 
the country he was satisfied that Ireland 
to-day was wholesome. It was, if they 
liked the term, convalescent after a great 
trial. It was making good. 

Sir Michael O'Dwyer said :—‘‘ We can 
look forward with assurance and hope to 
the future of the country, to which most of 
us here are proud to belong. The position 
of Ireland as a Free State had been 
actually defined in the great Imperial Con- 
ference, and all the Dominions, including 
the Free State, had been assured of com- 
plete internal and external autonomy ; 
that they are all linked together firmly 
and harmoniously, and, we believe, in- 
seperably, by a common allegiance to the 
British Crown. We hope that bond will 
last for the benefit of the Free State and 
the glory. of the Empire, of which she is a 
part.” 

Sir Thomas F. Molony said :'—“ We all 
look. forward to the Ireland of the future 
—united,. happy, and free.” 


VISIT FROM THE PRINCE. 

Bishop Russell Wakefield, proposing 
“The Irish Club,” said that every 
Englishman who knew anything of Ireland 
thanked God for the prospects that were 
before that country to-day. li anything 
spoiled or hurt the State that had been set 
up under the Crown, as an equal part of 
the Empire, he felt that it would be almost 
a crime. Two things were needed for Ire- 
land to-day—that they would spend money 
in it and visit it. He would like to see 
Mr. Cosgrave and Sir James Craig taking 
the Prince of Wales from one end of Ire- 
land to the other.

PLAN TO BLOW FRENCH 
OUT OF RUHR. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 


Herr Gessler, Minister of Defence, made 
a statement in the Reichstag to-day re- 
garding reports which have been published 
of wild plans formerly entertained by the 
Nationalists. 

He admitted that at the time of the 
Ruhr invasion the Nationalist organisa- 
tions were contemplating nothing less than 
the forcible ejection of the invaders. It 
was General von Watter, he said, who ad- 
vocated this “insane plan,” which was 
accepted even by old soldiers. In refer- 
ence to the story that one of the generals 
had told his followers that a new explosive 
had been discovered, by which it would be 
possible to blow up all the French stores 
of explosives by electricity. Herr Gessler 
said that that was all nonsense. 

What General von Watter wanted was to 
drive their young men on to the French 
machine guns, and for that reason the 
general had been dismissed. 

The Minister characterised these 
Nationalist manceuvres as nothing but an 
attempt to create complications between 
the Government and the Allied Powers, 
and he was sorry that the matter was being 
brought up just at this time, when the 
Government was doing everything for an 
international understanding.—(Reuter. )

The alarums raised in the North of 
Ireland regarding the proposed revision 
of the King’s title prove to be entirely 
groundless. Any misgivings that arose 
regarding the possibility of the Free 
State Government's being able to act for 
the whole of Ireland are set at rest by 
the very definite statement issued by the 
Home Secretary, Sir W. Joynson-Hicks, 
after he had had two interviews with the 
representatives of the Northern Ireland 
Government, including Sir James Craig. 

It was gathered that the result of the 
conversations was satisfactory to the 
Northern representatives. 

The following is the text of the state- 
ment issued by the Home Secretary in 
London last night :— 

The change proposed to be made in 
the King’s title will not affect. in any 
way the existing constitutional status 
of Northern Ireland, or the existing 
constitutional position of Northern Ire- 
land, either in relation to Great Britain 
or in relation to the Free State. 

The proposed title does not purport 
to define the various political units 
composing the Empire. It is a descrip- 
tive title on geographical, and not on 
political, lines of the territories of 
which His Majesty is King. 

The term “ Ireland,’’ like the other 
terms in the proposed title, has a 
geographical significance only, and the 
use of that term in no way affects the 
distinction between the Free State and 
Northern Ireland as constitutional 
entities—the Free State having Dominion 
status, and Northern Ireland being re- 
presented in the same Parliament as 
Great Britain, and being subject in 
many matters to the same legislative 
and executive authorities as Great 
Britain. 

Suggestions that the proposed title 
would give the Government of the Free 
State authority to take action for the 
whole of Ireland, including Northern 
Ireland, are’ entirely groundless. 
Northern . Ireland will remain, as 
before, outside the jurisdiction of the 
Parliament and Government of the 
Free State, and within the jurisdiction 
of the British Parliament and Govern- 
ment, in respect of all such matters as 
have not been delegated to its own 
Parliament and Government.

QUEEN. OF RUMANIA. 


HER FAREWELL MESSAGE TO 
AMERICANS. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Queen Marie of Rumania, whose tour of 
the Umited States has had. to be curtailed 
owing to the illness of King Ferdinand, sailed 
this morning for France together with the 
rest of the Royal Party on the Berengaria. 

When Her Majesty boarded the ship at an 
early hour there were only a few Rumanians 
and a body of policemen on the pier to return 
the farewell greetings which shé had pre- 
viously broadcast by wireless to the American 
people. In this farewell message Queen Marie 
said, '“Do not shut your heart to the old 
world, for the old world and the new must 
live together and help each other and under- 
stand each other. So good-bye America, 
dear, beautiful America.” 

The Queen and her daughter, Princess 
Ileana, occupy the suite on the Berengaria 
which was used by the Prince of Wales on 
his visit to America last year. 

Hundreds of Eas assembled on the pier 
and cheered the Rumanian Royal Party as the 
liner sailed.—(Reuter.)

CABLE. 
DOUBLE SERVICE FOR 
CANADA; 


The opening of the new Imperial cable 
between Canada and Fiji, by which the 
King has just sent an inaugural message, 
comes at an opportune moment, remarks 
The Times editorially. It is additional 
to the one laid in 1902, and extends to 
Canada the double service which has been 
available between Fiji and Australasia 
since 1923. The delay in completing the 
double line has been due to a cause which 
makes the new cable of quite exceptional 
importance. In the last three years im- 
portant inventions in cable manufacture 


much more rapid transmission, and the 
tests of the last few days have borne out 
that the efficiency of this new cabl@yyill be 
something like six times that of the pld. 
While 130 words are being sent on the 
old line, 1,000 can be sent on the new.

But Transvaal Nationalists are saying that 
Dominion status as defined by the Conference 
is “an important step, but only a step,” 
towards the ideal of complete separation from, 
and independence of, the British Empire.

NEXT WEEK’S PROSPECTS. 
The Labour Correspondent of. The Times 
writes:—It is assured that. at least 
2,000,000 tons of coal will be raised by 
British collieries next week, and of this 
the greater part will be coal suitable for 
domestic purposes. Considerable quanti- 
ties of imported coal, in addition, are still 
arriving, so that nearly 3,000,000 ‘tons a 
week will shortly be at the disposal of in- 
dustry and the home user, as compared 
with about 4,000,000 tons normally re- 
quired. 

As many industrial undertakings are 
practically , without supplies of fuel; a 
heavy demand is likely, and this may: pre- 
vent any early réduction in the present 
inflated price. The colliery owners and 
the merchants, however, are aware that 
any movement to raise the cost would lead. 
to resentment and 
and it is believed that they will set them- 
selves against attempts to increase charges 
either at the pit-head or for retail dis- 
tribution. 


HOW DUBLIN WILL FARE. 


—— 
A MERCHANT’S VIEW. 

Asked how the withdrawal o: the restric- 
tions would affect prices and supplies in 
the Free State, a leading Dublin col. mer- 
chant last night said that it was too soon 
yet to make a forecast. In the first place, 
he explained, it was improbable that any 
orders could: be attended to within ‘the 
next few weeks, since the removal of the 
ban upon the sale of coal for domestic pur- 
poses would create an enormous demand 
on the mines. He did not see how. this 
could: be avoided; and English orders 
would be attended to first. 

‘As to prices, the rates in England were 
almost as high as those in Dublin for 
foreign coal, and he anticipated that when 
the English coal came in there. would be 
very ‘little difference. The Dublin mer- 
chants had a “ medium ” number of orders 
placed for foreign coal, but it was not 
likely: that they would be embarrassed in 
any way. 


WITHDRAWING THE 
RESTRICTIONS.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Raine, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Minister of Mines 
if he could inform the House whether, in 
view of the improved outlook in the coal 
industry, it was not possible to relax 
restrictions. 

Colonel Lane-Fox—In my opinion, it is 
to the best interests of the country that 
the restrictions should be hair, Sap the 
earliest. possible moment, even some 
risks, -Althouch, therefore, supplies are 
still far short of the normal demand, the 
output is steadily increasing, and I think 
the time has come when practically all 
restrictions, except that which prohibits 
the export of coal, should be withdrawn 
and freedom restored both to the con- 
sumer and to the trade. The restrictions 
on the use of gas and electricity for light- 
ing, heating and power, and on the use 
and acquisition of coal by industries and 
businesses, will be withdrawn as from to 
morrow. The restrictions on the domestic 
consymer will continue only to the end of 
the present week.

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon 
the event of the question hour, apart irom 
the coal items, was a statement by the 
Minister of Labour that the total sum paid in 
the eight years from the date of the Armistice 
to November 13, 1926, by way of out-of-work 
donation and unemployment benefit was, for 
the former 962, 448, 000, and for the latter 
£275,157 ,000. 

Having spent two full days discussing the 
details of the Merchandise Marks Bill, the 
House this afternoon came to generalities. Sir 
Burton Chadwick, in moving the third read- 
ing, dealt with three of the main objections 
to the measure which the debate had dis- 
closed. They were that the bill would cause 
obstruction to, or diversion of, trade; that it 
would entail a rise in prices, and that it 
was a cold-blooded Protectionist measure. He 
disposed of all three heads of attack in a very 
few sentences, and when he uttered the words 
“In conclusion,” there came a burst of 
ironical laughter from the Opposition benches 
and a demand for further enlightenment. 

Sir Burton, however, made way for Mr. 
Sidney Webb, who, in moving the rejection 
‘of the bill, was as profuse as the Minister 
had been reticent. He saw something simster 
in. the measure, and he said that they all 
kuew perfectly well that its ostensible objects 
were not the real objects which its framers 
had.in mind. Whatever was behind this bill, 
it was bound to hamper and discourage 
foreign imports, increase the cost of carrying 
on business, and seriously interfere with the 
entrepét trade. It would also provoke re- 
taliation on the part of other countries which 
might also desire to be self-sufficient. 

MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S VIEWS. 

Mr. Lloyd George, who had kit to 
Mr, . Percy Harris the carryimg-on of 
the offensive whilst the amendments 
were being discussed, came down this after- 
noon to deliver a final blow at the measure. 
Ho chaffed the Parliamentary: Secretary 
on being more entertaining than enlightening, 
and then went on to describe the bill as an 
advertisement for foreign goods at the ex- 
pense_of the British taxpayer.. If it was de- 
sired to prevent foreign goods from coming 
into this country, there were only two ways 
ef doing it. One was to impose.such a pro- 
hibitive tariff that no one would buy, and 
the other was to introduce Fascist methods, 
and compel people to buy only British goods. 
He did not think that the Government would 
dare to employ either of these methods. _ 

The only real way to get over our diffi- 
culties was not to mark foreign goods, but 
io market our own.

CAPTAIN’S TRIBUTE TO 
BRAVE SEAMEN.

The Sunderland steamer Aldworth, 
which was reported to be in a battered 
and disabled condition in the Atlantic 
some days ago, has been saved, and, all 
being well, the ship and her crew should 
reach Falmouth Harbour to-day. 

The captain of the Cunarder Andania, 
which stood by the Aldworth for days, 
has sent the following wireless message, 
which is a tribute to the enduring courage 
and tenacity of the Aldworth's crew :— 

“I wish to record my admiration for 
the heroic conduct and wonderful work of 
the captain and crew of the Aldworth, 
which would certainly have foundered 
with less able men.”’ 

LONG FIGHT FOR LIFE. 

At one time it looked as if the Sunderland 
steamer was doomed to perish amd the fearful 
seas experienced in regent succession of 
Atlantic gales. “Then, in the hour of grave 
eril, the Cunard liner Andania, homeward 
ound from New York to Havre and London, 
picked up the 8.0.8. in common with other 
vessels. 

Captain M. Doyle, of the Andania, was 
prompt to act in an emergency, as he was, 
when his task was over, to pay tribute to the 
gallant captain and trew of the Aldworth. 

Captain Doyle is a very modest man, and, 
in his-opinion, the part he played was of just 
passing importance compared to the fight 
which Captain Caldecott and his crew put up 
against the elements to save the Aldworth. 

or thirty hours or so the Cunarder stood by 
the crippled steamer, the presence of the 
Andania inspiring the Aldworth’s crew with 
such confidence that time after time, when 
they were on the point of being vanquished, 
they fought on, il in the end pained victory. 

While the sturdy North Country crew, 
under the direction of Captain Caidecott (who 
was twice torpedoed during the. war), were 
working out their own salvation, the Andania, 
despite the gale, mountainous seas, and a 
dangerous swell running, was mancuvred in 
close proximity to the storm-battered ship. It 
was at one p.m. on Saturdey when the 
Aldworth’s call, which was an urgent one, 
announced that she was in immediate need of 
assistance, and was leaking badly. 

LINER'S GREAT SPEED. 

A distance of one hundred. and ten miles 
separated the vessels. A call to the engine 
room was quickly responded to, and, at «a 
speed higher than at any time had been 
attained during the voyage, the Cunarder was 
soon rushing towards the Aldworth. 

Messages of encouragement were des 
from time to time to the steamer, 
reached at 8.50 p.m. 

Daylight revealed more fully the plight of 
the steamer. Huge waves yere breaking over 
her, while she wallowed in/the trough of the 
seas. Every moment it ked as if she 
would ‘be crumpled up and overwhelmed by 
the weight of the water that flooded her 
decks. The bridge and chart house were 
smashed, the lifeboats were stove in or 
carried away, and the wireless told of water 
in the engine room, the stoke hold, and 
number three and four hold. 

Sunday morning saw the gale from the 
north-west still raging, the velocity of the 
wind being anything from 80 to 90 miles an 
hour. At times it appeared as if the end 
of the Aldworth was imminent, but as the 
day wore on there was an improvement in 
the weather, and the water in the holds and 
stokehold was got under control. 

THE SLEEPLESS OPERATOR. 
The persistence of Captain Caldecott and 
the grit of his crew won reward. No longer 
was there any thought of abandoning the 
shi Then Captain Doyle suggested that 
the Aldworth should put on her course again, 
and at half-past nine on Sunday. night the 
steamer was headed eastward, steaming at a 
speed of three or four knots, later increasing 
to eight knots. For an hour of two longer 
the Andania kept close company. 
Subsequently, when another vessel, the 
West Eldara, arrived to act as escort, the 
Cunarder’s errand of mercy Was over, and she 
made for Plymouth at top speed, landing her 
passengers yesterday morning. 

Mr. Verratl, the wireless operator of the 
Aldworth, displayed remarkable endurance. 
He was incessantly at bis post day and night 
for nearly 100 hours. “F do not think he 
can have slept at all during that time,” said 
Captain. Doyle, “as our messages were 
promptly and accurately taken, whilst those 
ened from the ship were wonderfully 
clear.’

GROWTH OF “COMBINES.” 
, aa Noy " 


Professor B. P. Shields continued his series 
of lectures at Universi - Dublin, last 
night, and dealt with the subject of business 
“combines.” He said that the rapid and 
extensive developments in transport and com- 
munication, the economic expansion of new 
and old countries, the cosmopolitan character 
of industry, capital and finance, the inter- 
weavings of international interests, and: the 
scientific methods of handling and storing 
large quantities of goods laid the foundations 
on which. business combines, ticularly 
internationa] associations, were ectablished. 

The merits and limitations of competiti 
were analysed. Competition had, and always 
would have, an ern influence on in- 
dustrial progress, although its form and ambit 
had ehanged within the last thirty years. 
The struggle for survival.oftentimes brought 
out certain efforts on the part of entre- 
preneurs, which led to improved organisation. 
development of the technique of industry, 
introduction of economies, and the promotion 
of trade in ways and in directions which 
would not be put into operation if industrial 
rivalry were t. 

DANGEROUS COURSES. 

“When competition can only be secured at 
the cost of the deterioration in the health and 
well-being of employés, it becomes a product 
of evil. Some manufacturers, in Fe nA 
ing to overcome their rivals, impose cheap 
goods of inferior quality on their consumers ; 
others undercut the prices of their com- 
petitors, and thus eliminate them from the 
market with a view to its virtual control. 
Such a policy may be considered as anti- 
social and not ultimately serviceable to in- 
dustry. Firms are forced to solve their own 
ae problems independently of others. 

practical operation of efficient methods 

in production hy one or a number of firms is 

concealed from others, instead of being 

diffused for the ultimate benefit of the com- 

munity. Manufacturers oftentimes find that 

i is more ace ie secure . market for 
eir poet ucts than to produce them. 

“The result is that a good deal of time 
and money is spent in bringing goods under 
the notice of competitors. Travellers from 
competing houses are sent over the same 
routes, and an unwise extension of credits is 
sometimes allowed. The severity of competi- 
tion was imtensified by the general fall in 

rices between 1875 and 1895. Wages fell 
ess slowly than prices, profits became un- 
certain and losses were common. Accord- 
ingly,- business men were impelled to lessen 
their risks by combining. 

“The growth of business ‘ combines’ has 
heen accelerated by the large economies in 
purebasing, manufacturing and selling that 
can be effected by large scale organisations. 
Purchases can be made in bulk instead of in 
small uantities. Better terms can 
arranged with suppliers in respec 
counts, rebates and deliveries. The 
production of goods up to a certain point will 
result in a lessened cost per unit of the pro- 
duct. The large firm can plan more adapt- 
able buildings for its operations, more eeono- 
mical and efficient lay-out for its plant and 
machinery, can utilise the most scientific 
processes, can attract a competent adminis- 
trative staff and the best class of skilled 
workers. It has the resources’ to make 
scientific investigations in developing old and 
new products, and the organisation to sell 
them when developed. 


PROTECTION. 

““ Some writers consider that the existence 
of protection favours the tendency towards 
*combines.” An ex-president of an American 
trust asserted that ‘the mother of all trusts 
is the Customs tariff.’ This is not so even in 
the United States, where some of the largest 
and most monopolistic ‘combines’ have no 
direct tariff protection. In Great Britain 
large ' combines’ have been established with- 
out the aid of protection. One of the largest 
‘combines’ in Germany, the Ruhr coal cartel, 
received no special advantages from the 
State. A tariff may exercise a fostering in- 
fluence on the growth of ‘ combines’ where 
the essential conditions for business combin- 
ing exist independently. . 

“Great organising ability, strategical genius 
and personal ambition on the part of one or 
a number of men may partly account for the 
rise of certain business ‘ combines.’ 

“Business ‘combimes” assume various 
forms in different countries according to local 
and national conditions and characteristics. 
In U.S.A. the distinctive types are trusts, 
holding corporations wterlocking the 
they are sales or 
pooling associations, and closely organised 
syndicates, which consolidate the entire 
management under a centralised authority ; 
in France there are comptoits for effecting 
sales between producers of similar products 
and consumers; in Great Britain the ten- 
dency within the last two decades has been 
towards the absorption by a larger firm of the 
business of its rivals, or associations íor the 
regulation of trade. 

“Under war conditions firms have com- 
bined to carry on negotiations with the Go- 
vernment as regards supplies, apportionment 
of contracts, prices, and general conditions of 
work. In Ireland associations in different 
businesses have heen established for the 
regulation of trade. Someylike the linen 
manufacturers in the North of Ireland, have 
combined to develop their foreign trade, 
while the tendency towards combination may 
be observed by the absorption and amalgama- 
tion’ of the railways wholly within the Free 
State by the Railways Act, 1924.”

PRACTICAL JOKE ENDS 
DEATH. 

The death in the Royal Marine Infirmary, 
Deal, yesterday morning of James William 
Smith, aged 26, a marine, came as a sequel 
to a practical joke. Smith was the marine 
who, during the early morning of November 
6th, robed as a ghost, played a practical 
joke on a messmate, who was on duty im the 
East Barracks at Deal Depót. The sentry 
was John William Charles Moat, aged 17, 
who had only come to the depót in May last 
for his training. 

When playing the joke, Smith failed to 
answer the sentry’s challenge, got too near. 
and in the little scuffle that followed fell 
against the sentry’s bayonet and received two 
wounds in his body. He lay seriously ill in 
the infirmary ever since. 

At the inquest yesterday evening, held by 
Coroner Dr. Hardman, sitting with a jury, 
Fleet Surgeon Kelly, stationed at the depot, 
stated that he saw Smith at 2 a.m. on the 
6th instant suffering from a wornd’ in the 
right side of the chest, and another in the 
back of the chest, on the lefé side. The 
hemorrhage had ceased when he was brought 
to hospital. He gave no account to the wit- 
ness of how he came by his wounds. Only 
a few days ago he developed pneumonia, and 
this was, in the witness's opinion, the cause 
of death, both bayonet wounds having healed 
up quite satisfactorily.

SCENE IN FRENCH CHAMBER. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

There was a lively passage of arms in the 
Chamber this morning apropos of the budget 
for Alsace-Lorraine, The Alsatian Com- 
munist, Deputy Huebert, began to speak in 
German. ne Vice-President of the Cham- 
ber ruled that he was out of order, where 
upon another Communist, Deputy Duclos, 
made a personal attack on M. Poincaré, de- 
claring that the way he took part in the 
war was in retiring to Bordeaux. 

M. Poincaré quietly pointed out that he 
was obliged as a constitutional President to 
obey the orders of the Government, and the 
interruption of M. Duclos was drowned amid 
a storm of protests. 

M. Huebert then recommenced his speech 
in German, but upon the Vice-President 
threatening to suspend the sitting, he de- 
sisted, and his Communist colleague spoke 
in his stead. Even then, things failed to 
go smoothly, M. Duclos affirming that there 
are among us ' Reichstag deputies who san 
Deutachland uber Alles, at which M 
Georges Weil, the only former Reichstag 
Deputy in the Chamber, indignantly pro- 
tested. 

Finally, M. Poincaré reminded the Cham- 
ber that they were discussing the Budget, 
and after M. Weil and another Alsatian 
Deputy had approved the Premier's attitudes, 
the morning sitting closed.

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TRUE AIR DEFENCE.

MAJOR-GENERAL ASHMORE 
ON BRITISH PLANS. 

Remarking that there was no royal road to 
air defence, and that effective defence would 
only come with good organisation and a great 
deal of hard work, Major-General E. B. Ash- 
more, General Officer Commanding the Terri- 
torial Air Defence Formations, who was in 
command of the defences of London durin 
the war, in a lecture before the Royal Unite 
Services Institution in London yesterday, on 
anti-aircraft defence, said that the neture of 
the work of the anti-aircraft unit was such 
that their peace and war establishments 
should be identical. When wanted, they 
were wanted at a few moments’ notice, and, 
therefore, must be kept at full strength and 
fully trained. 

Last. year’s recruiting campaign was very 

successful, and the efficiency of the Air De- 
fence Brigade gunners in what was a parti- 
cularly diffieult type of shooting had im- 
proved considerably. Three years ago the 
percentage of shells potentially hitting the 
target was 5. Last year it was 7.5, and this 
years 11.5. If they went on at that rate 
they would be hitting every time.

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DEATH OF M. KRASSIN. 


‘A NOTED SOVIET TRADE 
COMMISSAR. 


M. Krassin, the Russian Soviet Govern- 
ment’s Chargé d' Affaires in London; died at 
the Embassy in London yesterday morning. 
He had been suffering from pernicious anemia 
and had had several transfusions of blood. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, replying to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons yesterday, 
expressed regret at M. Krassin’s death. 

According to an official statement, Leonard 
Borissocich *Krassin was born in 1870 at 
Kurgan, Tobolsk Province, Siberia. The son 
of a Civil Servant, he jomed the Russian 
revolutionary movement during his student 
days in the Bt, Petersburg Technical Institute, 
from which he was expelled for participating 
in a political demonstration. From, that 

riod onward he was subjected to repeated 
arrests and imprisonment. Krassin took. an 
active part in the Russian Socialist move- 
ment, and was one of the first. of Lenin's 
adherents, being one of the oldest Bolsheviks 
in the Russian Social Democratic Party. He 
organised the supply of munitions to the Red 
Army during the civil war, and subsequently 
became People’s Commissar for Trade and 
Industry, and was the first Commissar for 
Foreign Trade. In 1920-21 he was President 
of the Russian Trade Delegation which con- 
cluded the Trade Agreement with Great 
Britain. 

As a member ‘of the People’s Council of 
Commissaries for Foreign Trade, M. Krassin 
had paid several visits to England. The 
Union of Soviet Republics in its effort to

Addressing the Grand Jury at the opening 
of the Commission for the City of Belfast, in 
the Crown Court yesterday, Mr. Justice 
Brown said that he was pleased to say that 
crime in the city was decreasing. While 
there was an increase of Searmanas, “i cases, 
the number of cases specially reported to the 
police in the pees covered by the Commis- 
sion was 35 less than for the corresponding 
od of last year, the respective mumbers 
ng 194 and 229. 
Out of 194 cases, the number of persons 
made amenable was 1M. That, said Mr, 
Justice Brown, was a very large proportion— 
62 per cetit. of the whole~and constituted 
an unusual record on behalf of the police, 
If the police in a district were able to detect 
50 per cent., they were doing good work, 
and 50 per cent. was the figure which the 
lice. Were anxious to aim at themselves, 
e was pleased to give the police in Belfast 
credit for their good work, and would say 
that it was satisfactory that the citizens 
should know that their persons and property 
were being protected in this most efficient 


way. 
In all, there were 42 bills, dealing with 
39 persons, and he did not think that there 
was one, With the exception of manslaughter 
cases, Which would give the community 
cause for serious thought. The most serious 
bills were in three cases of manslaughter, 
against three persons, these al! dealing with 
driving of motor vehicles in the city.

VIEWS AT MEETING OF 
LIMERICK BODY. 

Speaking at the meeting of the Limerick 
County Agricultural and Technical Committee, 
when it was decided to allot twelve Irish 
scholarships of £10 each for students attend- 
ing the night continuation classes, Mr. 
O'Sullivan said that, while they would all 
endeavour to promote the teaching of Irish, 
they should, at the same time, recognise that 
for commercial purposes the English language 
would prévail, and that oo to the children 
who would, unfortunately, have to emigrate. 
There was ah objéction by some parents to 
compulsory Irish, as they held that children 
were confiséd and bewildered between the 
Irish and English languages. He always had 
been a strong supporter of the Gaelic League. 

Mr. Kifwati, the Départmetit’s Irish in:

That they would have to produce articles 
of as good quality in comparative variety 
and, at the same or a lower price than 
those produced in other countries, was the 
conviction expressed by Mr. R. OC.

COMPETITION WITH HIGHLY 
INDUSTRIALISED COUNTRIES. 

In the course of his evidence he said that 
the craft spirit was strong in Ireland, ahd the 
position of a skilled Lradeatnai Was regarded 
as something worth achieving. The trades 
vnions had shown themselves at all times as 
jealous of their privileges in the matter of 
conditions of entry into their trades, as of 
Beacha their conditions of employment. 
Vhile the leveloof skill and general intelligence 
among Irish workers was quite as high as in 
other countries they found it increasingly 
difficult to compete with the more highly 
industrialised countries, where specialised ail 
large scale production, ahd more extetisive 
use of machinery was prevalent. While that 


many industries examples of firms in the 
Free State which had an organisation com 
parable to the best firms in Great Britain. In 
trades, such as the building trade, where new 
methods of production were not so extensively 
empioyed, and the skill and output of the 
individual craftsman were the dominant 
factors, there was ho doubt that the Irish 
workers compared well with the workers of 
other Europeati countries, and the cost of 
production, taking account of any difference 
in Wage standards, was as favourable as 
others 
TRAINING OF APPRENTICES, 

The problem íor the Free State was, how 
the specialis¢d training of apprentices, both 
theoretical and practical, which had been 
made possible and comparatively easy in the 
large scale industrial concerns of Great Britain, 
could be made available for Irish workers in 
» country With a relatively small number of 
similar concerns. It was not enough to offer 
technical instruction, however wisely planned, 
unless steps were taken to cast sonie duties 
and réspornsibilities on the workers, and the 
empioyers in each industry in an effort to 
ste that the technical -traihing afforded was 
practical and effective,, and was raising the 
standard throughout the coventry with result- 
ing effects on the standard of output. 

The problein of reviving the older industries 
in the coutitry was largely dependent on: 

(1) That those responsible for the 
control and direction of industry should 
so organise themselves and so develop 
their business along the lines adopted in 
competing coutitries, and 

(2) the provision of proper 
training for the workers.

FAGTORY ORGANISATION. 

Whatever schemes Were planned for higher 
technical education they should be aceom- 
panied by méasaiés whereby future managers 
of industry would gain a greater insight into 
methods of factory -ofgatisativti. He laid 
stress on that poitt. Plans for proper 
technical traihitg for workers to be effective 
required that employers responsible for the 
several industries Should have so equipped 
thérnselves as to’ be able to plait and organise 
their business on lines as modérn ahd as 
effective as their competitors. 

There was no doubt that in a great many 
industries, particularly some of the newer 
ones, there was a shortage of properly trained 
workers. In the boot manufacturing industry 
progress had been slow, owing to the length 
uf time required to train workers and the 
difficulty of making them expert as quickly as 
the industry grew, ;1t had often been repre- 
sented to the Department that that industry 
had been faced by serious difficulties owing 
to a ‘shortage of. skilled workers, and those 
éngaged in it had expressed their willingness 
and desire to assist in any way possible any 
scheme to sabe Mai training of workers. He

had no doubt tat if such a scheme were 
planned it wo get the active assistance 
and co-gperation of the Association of Boot 
Manufacturers in the Free State. The 
miaking-tip of trade was also handicapped by 
a lack ot skilled workers. The wholesale 
clothing factories found it difficult to recruit 
properly trained labour, and scheme of 
training which would lead io“ st®ady output 
of skilled workers would be a most important 
factor in the development of that industry. 
THE HIGHLY SKILLED ELECTRICIAN. 
Plans for technical training should certainly 
envisage the industries now developing or 
likely to develop in the coming years. The 
Shannon scheme would bring a very extended 
use of electricity, which would mean not only 
a much latgert uumber of skilled electricians 
of all types in all parts of the country, but 
also an extended appreciation of the practical 
application of electrical power in productive 
operations, whether in the factory, the rural 
workshop, or on the farm. It would be wise, 
therefore, that consideration should be given 
to widely extended training in connection 
with all branches of the modern application 
of electricity. Already in this country there 
were signs of a shortage of highly skilled 
electriciatis, and the shortage would become 
acnte unless steps were taken to remedy it. 
Chairman (Mr. J. Ingram)—Is it your view 
that wé should proceed at once to train 
électrical engineers?—-Not at once; not until 
the machinery is set up to deal with the 
proposition properly. Technical training 
should be planned in the closest co-operation 
with both workers and employers in each in- 
dustry. There should be an advisory body, 
reptesenting all those éngaged in an industry, 
which would have a certain responsibility 
thrown upon it in the direction of seeing that 
the training is planned and carried out on 


effective lines. 


DAY OLASSES. 
Proceeding, witness said that it was the 
view of the Department that technical educa- 
tion as at present organised had not sufficient, 
if any, connection with actual industries. 
Neither workers nor employers took technical 
education seriously, except in engineering and 
a few other industries with an old tradition 
of technical training. There was no connec- 
tion between technical training and the ap- 
renticeship scheme. Whatever had been 
Rone towards enforcing apprentices to attend 
technical education classes had been done by 
trades unions. There was not in the Free 
State any arrangement for the attendance of 
apprentices at day classes or on alternate 
weeks, as was common in other countries. 
There could be no rapid progress in technical 
education with instraction confined entirely 
to night classes. The Department held that 
some incentive should -be held out to ap- 
prentices to induce them to go through courses 
of study before entering on the apprenticeship 
period. The question was mainly one of 
organisation, in which the initiative would 
have to come f the Department of Educa-

On the 
other hand, he ~ discusses Pirandello, 
in Italy, as  déscriptive of what 
is called the grotesque draina, and 
showed that it is typical of the mentality of 
the people of to-day. He showed also the 
great cohtiast betweefi Pirandello’s and 
Shaw’s works. Shaw is the optimistic writer, 
with an enormous faith in progress; 
Pirandello is a pessimist. His drama might 
be called the bankruptcy of the superman. 
The reason is that Pirandello is a humorous 
writer, and his humour if made up of contra- 
diction. He looks at man as a ptippet, 
ani considers that there is no consisteney in 
life. Shaw treats life foree in the evolution 
towards the superman. Pirandello sweeps 
awav all that is constructivé, and, therefore, 
everything seems to be useless. 

Dr. Starkie went on to analyse the heroine 
of Shaw, as compared with that of Pirandello, 
The heroine of Shaw was the sanest part of 
his was the pérsonification of 
common-sense. She Was not froffiantic; she 
was always attractive and matefnal in her 
attitude towards life, and was less swayed 
by prejudi¢e than man; whereas in Pirandello 
the attitude was scornful of woman.

ENGLAND'S GREEK] 
GIFT. 


MR. DE VALERA AND 

THE TREATY. — 
THE ETERNAL MENACE 
OF CLVJL WAR, 


When Mr. de Valera addressed. the first 
Convention of Fianna Fail (Republican 
Party) in the Rotunda, Dublin, yester- 
day, he reminded them that the date on 
Which they met was the fourth anni- 
versary of the day on which Erskine 
Childers suffered martyrdom for Ireland. 
At Mr. de Valera’s request the delegates, 
who numbered over 400 from various parts 
of the Free State, rose to do honour to the 
memory of Mr. Childers. 

Mr. de Valera denounced the Treaty as 
England’s Greek gift, and said that the 
nation owed itself the paramount duty of 
seeing that the menace of civil war which 
was concealed in it was not passed on to 
the coming generation. In his opinion, 
the menace would be removed by opening 
the road to free constitutional action. 


THE NATION’S DILEMMA. 


CAUSE OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


Mr. de Valera said that they were met to 
give a constitution to Fianna Fail, and to 
put it on a permanent foundation as 4 
national organisation, His speech of last May 
in La Scala Theatre gave the point of 
view, and fairly fully also, the main con- 
siderations that prompted him to take the 
step which had resulted in that meeting. He 
thought that they would all agree that the 
time that had elapsed sinee then had not 
weakened the force of any of these considera- 
tions, The passage of the “ Treaty’’ had put 
the nation in a imma, from which it had 
been hopelessly struggling to free itself for 
the past five years. Jt was that delimma 
which brought them civil war. If the nation 
Was hot somehow rescued from that dilemma 
it would, almost without a doubt, lead in the 
tuture to similar sacrifices. 

It is vain, he proceeded, to think that whe 
natural aspirations ol Irishmen for the liberty 
of their country are going to be stifled now. 
if the road of peaceful progress and natural 
evolution be barred, then the road of revolu- 
tion will beekon and will be taken, 
(Applause.) Positive law and natural right 
will be involved in the old conflict. The 
question of majority rule and minority right 
will be again bloodily fought out, and when 
the tight is over it will probably be found 
out. ence more that the problem has remained, 
and that force is not the solution. It is im the 
hope that we shall be able to our 
people from that fate that we are met here 
io-day to bind ourselves together. 

WHEN FORCE IS LEGITIMATE. 

I have never said, and am hot goitig to say 
that force is not a legitimate weapon 
nation to usa in striving to win ‘ts 
freedom. (Applatise.) I khow that in history 
it is seldom that foreign tyrants have ever 
yielded to any other: I have believed, and 
still believe, that il a-nation held in sub- 
jection by a foreign power were to exclude 
altogether the idea of using physical force to 
free itself, it would in efieck be handing itself 
evér as a bound slave without hope of re- 
démption. lt is a long wait that they 
destine themselves to whe rely on their 
tyrants suffering a change of heart. But a 
nation within itself ought to be able to settle 
its polity so that all occasion of civil conflict 
between its members may be obviated, and 
no nation which even pretends to freedom 
will suffer a foreign power to impose cun- 
ditions which make the adoption of such 4 
polity impossible, 

Civil war differs from direct war against 
an outsider in this: that while war against 
an outsider often tends to unite, civil war 
almost invar.ably tends to disintegrate a 
community. This etérhal menace of civil war

PLOUGHING STUBBLES. 


FARM PRICES AND THE 
COST OF LIVING. 


MN 


Writing on this page two months ago, we 
analysed the position of the farmer having 
produce to sell and essential commodities to 
buy. We then showed that the farmer s posi- 
tion was serious, subject, however, to the fact 
that a month’s statistical returns are neces- 
sarily an imperfect clue to a situation which 
would involve an annual average if it is to be 
adequately gatged. Since writing, the views 
we then put forward have been confirmed. 
The cost of living figure for mid-October is 
issued, so we can view the farmers’ purchas- 
ing power, The /rish Trade Tesiaels 
November issue publishes tables of the 
October prices for fairs and markets in the 
Free State, which show comparisons 
last month and the corresponding 
last year, as well as the same 
months averaged for the three years 
1911, 12, and 16. We are not pessimists, but 
no reader can study these talles without 
serious mind searchings and misgiving. There 
arm 53 farming commodities listed. Of these 
a few show a decrease in 1926 on the 1911-15 
ficure, and several show a decrease on last 
vear's figure. The fact that strikes us, how- 
ever, as demanding eerious public attention 
not that several classes of farm stuffs- 
to name cattle, creps, and produce—are 
down, but that in the commodities which 
show an advance the amount of that advance 
is inadequate to enable the farmer to hold hie 
own. In only three things out of the 53 1s 
there an advance roughly comparable to the 
cost of living index : in sheep over two years 
old there is a high increase—106.9—somewhat 
offset by the fact that wool was only 95.1 
above the 1911-13 October average; in pigs 
under 12 weeks there was an increase ol 
104.2: in store pigs, four months and over, an 
of 87.2. But the vear'’s cost of 
increase {against 1914) barely 
under 85, and of 50 #£commodities 
priced in these lists the advances. in only 
eleven cases exceed a 50 per cent. increase, 
whilst of the remainder 16 are under 42 (half 
the cost of living increase), several falling 
te virtually the pre-war price, and a few 
below it. 

An Agricultural Index. 

What is the country to think of these 
figures? No doubt, the worst. kind of think- 
ing is hyper-emotional thinking, and if there 
were one way of eónverting danger to disaster 
more effectually than another it would be the 
way of panic. We are anxious, therefore, to 
aid in allaying the fears which these figures 
may produce. But whilst they should not be 
regarded as finally disastrous, and must be 
considered only as a month's. prices in Irish 
fairs and markets only, they are not negli- 
gible and cannot easily be explained away, 
for with the £1 somewhat equivalent to 
eleven shillings or less, they mean diminished 
purchasing power in our basic industry. The 
publication of an agricultural index figure at 
the close of the current year might do some- 
thing to mitigate those fears which it is 
proper for all Irishmen to encounter, if not 
to entertain, In many districts it may 
be found that a bumper harvest 
will have lessened, or even cancelled, through 
increased quantities, losses incurred through 
decreased prices. For this and other 
reasons, an agricultural index is desirable. 
Without it, as without fuller agricultural 
surveys, and even agricultural maps, it is not 
easy to know exactly howagriculture stands, 
and how it may best be safeguarded. These 
things are costly and slow, and may tax the 
patience of those who want everything put 
right by Act of Parliament or word of com- 
mand, but they are a part of that business of 
agricultural research in which civilisation 1s 
beginning to discover one of its greatest 
needs, 

A Difficult Position 

Even a bumper harvest or two will not 
save agriculture if it is allowed to sink below 
‘** the Plimsoll line,”’ For instance of this fact, 
consider the October figures in relation to live 
stock—a ‘‘crop”’ not necessarily increased by 
good harvésting weather. In six classes of 
sales the October, 1926, price exceeded that 
for October, 1925; but the maximum increase 
was 14.1 per vent. (pigs over four months 
old), and in no less than twenty-seven classes 
was it lower, the maximum drop being 25 per 
cent. fone to two-year-old sheep). We fear 
that no weightings nor consideration of 
quantities can make an optimistic picture of 
these facts. Indeed, when certain comple- 
mentaty facts are considered, such as that 
these decreases (even when slight in them 
selves) seem part of a cumulative process of 
general attrition, that our agricultural export 
has dwindled and our emigration toll con- 
tinues, one needs to be of a Mark Tapleyan 
cheerfulness to escape a useless, perhaps eveu 
a misjudged, pessimism, 
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What Can the Farmers Do 

Of the Irish farmer must 
down under it. Indeed, he cannot. 
get up and go on or go out. But there 
not a great deal he can do alone. Indeed, 
lbevond raising, as intensively as he can, the 
best crops, stock and prouace he knows how 
to grow; there is little the unaided individual 
can do. For the rest, better marketing, a 
completer scheme of organisation, improved 
transit, increased co-operation, more educa- 
tion, though no one of these alone is a 
panacea, are each of them essential factors in 
agricultural prosperity. But they are mainly 
matters either of community activity or of 
statecraft, to which, indeed, competent opinion 
the world over is travelling, and they are 
mainly dependent on good leadership—either 
personal or official. And this does not come 
unsolicited, The farmer is, therefore, driven 
back upon his own industry, labour and in- 
telligence, pending that Jarger measure of 
organisation in his industry at which virtuaily 
all civilised States have begun to experiment.

If he is possessed of these qualities in a 
supernormal degree, the individual farmer 
may become a pioneer ; if not, he must con: 
form to the best standards of production and 
marketing he can-find, or goto the wall. A few 
hints may. perhaps, help him, but in an in. 
dustry so diversified as farming he must adapt 
them to his own circumstances. We find a 
few suggestions which have a close study 
of farming economics to recommend them— 
for instance, in the 1925 issue of the “ Journa 
of the R.A,S.E.,” by Professor A. W. 
Ashby, of University College, Aberystwyth, 
on ' Causes and Effects of Charges in Prices 
“ Farm Produce.’’ Dealing with milk and

EFFECTIVE LAND 
DRAINAGE 


NOW A NECESSITY. 


This is the season of the year when drains 
have to be looked to, so that the grass and 
the plough landemay be given a chance to 
weather well through the winter. Many 
thousands of acres of land in the country are 
producing much less than they could, simply 
because the land undrained. On pasture 
land that is badly drained, the best type of 
herbage can never be obtained, and its graz- 
ing season is usually very much restricted. 
If stock is carried on that sort of land too 
long, there is a risk of illness and disease, as 
well as the certainty of damage to the texture 
of the soil. On arable land that should be 
drained and is not, work is retarded through 
the wet and is more difficult and ex- 
pensive, and its too, cannot be de- 
pended upon, and, to do any good. have to be 
sown out of season; they are more liable to 
attacks from pests and diseases than are 
similar crops grown on well-drained land. 
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crops, 


Will Jt Pay? 

All this is fairly well-known, and to the 
farmer the draining’ of his land is, like many 
other desirable improvements question 
chiefly of economics. Will it pay him? He 
has to set costs against estimated incréase of 
crops and improved value of land. In most 
cases, one can say that the outlay will be 
returned, often in a few years, if the land is 
suitable for mole draining and is mole drained. 

The essential feature of the system is the 
use of a cartridge shaped piece of steel which 
is drawn through the subsoil at the end of 
a strong coulter. It presses the soil in its 
passage through it, leaving a channel down 
which the drainage water runs. The narrow 
slit to the top of the soil cut by the coulter 
usually soon closes up, and the water passes 
into the mole drain by percolation through 
the surface area on both sides. The mole 
drains have outlets either into a main drain 
or an open ditch. 


Powmts to Remember, 

It must be borne in mind, however, that 
mole draining is not successful on every type 
of soil. In a word, mole draining is very 
well worth while on any stiff soil in need 
of draining where there is an adequate fall. 
When there are pockets or bands of light soil 
in a clay field, it may be necessary for good 
results to use pipe drains to connect up the 
moles—extra expense; and remember, too, it 
is impossible to mole drain land that is bone 
dry. You are, in fact, practically bound 
to do the job some time between October 
and April. _ In other times of the year, even 
when conditions look very favourable, a hot, 
dry spell immediately after, may spoil the 
good work; the cut made by the coulter will 
not elose and the drains will silt up. Some 
other accidents which lead to disappointment 
are the interference of the drains by the live 
mole, and by rabbits, or by the outfall being 
unsatisfactory. . 


Mole Drainers.

FIGHTING THE WARBLE 
PEY. 
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AN OLD REMEDY 

A. badly warbled hide, cattie traders 
know, is worth twopence to threepence per 
lb. less than a good sound one, besides the 
loss to the farmer through “liched”’ or in- 
flamed beef, and diminished milk.

animals system, in the walls of the 
gullet. There they undergo certain changes. 
and after some months continue their wander- 
ings inside the animal until they appear under 
the skin of the back. The flesh there becomes 
inflamed and the maggot bores a hole through 
the animal’s skin through which to breathe, 
while it passes into its last stage in the host. 
If nothing is done to check it, the maggot 
feeds on the fluid which arises from the in- 
flamed flesh and is ultimately ejected from its 
breathing hole, after which it spends some 


five or six weeks in the open field, or under 


a stone, or something, in its pupal stage, 
waiting for the emergence of the adult fiv. 

Now the Committee which have just re- 
ported have been working for several years to 
discover a means of ridding the country of 
this pest. They have tried one thing after 
another. They have applied dressings to the 
legs of animals to prevent egg-laying: they 
have tried dosing the animal with medicine 
to kill the maggots in its system; they have 
tried the system of destroying the maggots 
in their riner stages by squeezing them out 
of the ‘backs of the animals, and also they 
have tried the ap»lication of chemical 
ings to the warble holes in the back. 
only lime of general ettack which the 
mittee recommend as tne result of 
inquiries is the last-named—that is, dressing 
the warble breathing holes with one or other 
of certain chemical substances, They mention 
four-—viz., tobaceo powder and lime mixed, 
derris root powder, nicotine ‘sulphate and 
lime, or iodoform ointment. . The iodoform 
treatment has been used in the United States, 
one part iodeform to five parts vaseline, but 
the Committee had no opportunity of testing 
it, though they were prepared in view of 
reports to recommend it. 
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THE FRESH PORK 
TRADE. 
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A trade in pork, both live and dead, has 
long been in existence between Ireland and 
Great Britain, but for some years has been 
fluctuating and irregular, the quantity ex 
ported being an extremely small fraction of 


the total pork requirements of Great Britain.. 


Furthermore, our export of pigs in recent 
Years has been restricted almost entirely to 
markets other than Smithifield—markets in 
the industrial centres in the English Mid- 
lands, North of England and South Wales— 
where a demand exists for heavy pigs of 
weights approximating, and even exceeding 
those of sizeable bacon pigs in this country. 
The svecial Smithfield demand is for much 
smaller pigs, scaling from 60 to 110 lbs., dead 
weight, or, 80 Ibs. to 150 Ibs., live 
weight, and it was the requirements of that 
market in particular which were met by the 
Netherlands in recent years. In. developing 
this trade the fullest advantage was taken by 
the Dutch people of their relative proximity 
to Smithfield Market and the facilities offered 
by rapid cross-Channel and rail services. 

In Ireland, for some years past, pigs were 
bred and fattened mainly to meet the require 
ments of the bacon trade. The fresh pork 
trade received little attention, and was re 
garded as affording a market for surplus pigs 
and pigs of weights unsuitable for . Irish 
bacon. 

New Situation Considered. 

The consumption of tresh 
Britain during recent years has steadily 
increased. In the Smithfield Market alone 
during the vear 1925, nearly one million ewts. 
of fresh pork were sold, and 640,000 cwts., or 
approximately two-thirds of this total, was 
supplied by Holland.
